FINAL SERVICES FOR FLORENCE NIGHTINGALE 

FLORENCE body was laid rest Saturday, August 
20, the churchyard East Wellow, Hampshire. had been antici- 
pated, interment Westminster Abbey had been offered and was refused 
her executors. 

The day burial was rainy one. announcement had been made 
when the last journey would take place, there was large 
assemblage spectators when, ten the morning, the coffin, covered 
with white India shawl, such Miss Nightingale constantly wore 
late years, was borne from her simple London home Waterloo station. 

the unpretentious procession passed Buckingham Palace and 
Wellington Barracks, the guards turned out and the sentries presented 
arms. The bearers who took the coffin from the hearse the train and 
who accompanied Romsey were guards. 

There fine old abbey Romsey,—its flags were half mast, and 
its bells were tolled the little procession took its way through the town 
and country-side familiar Florence Nightingale’s youth, making 
détour through the grounds her early home, Embly Park. 

the wicket gate the church the procession was augmented 
company tenants and employees the estate, and the church porch 
was waiting one Miss Nightingale’s patients the Scutari Hospital, 
John Kneller, who rose feebly. 

The simple church service was read, and three hymns were sung,— 
Son God Goes Forth War,” the Resurrection Morning,” 
and Now the Laborer’s Task O’er.” After this, the coffin was lowered 
into the Nightingale tomb which was lined with evergreens.

The superintendent the school told that all venereal cases were segre- 
gated. This absolutely without fact support it. The cottage which 
was assigned was the place which the venereal clinic held every two 
There are seventeen known cases syphilis—but there effort made dis- 
cover more exist. These are varying stages, and yet with all the horrible 


discharge there segregation. The clothes these girls are washed with 
the other They eat with the others, and their dishes are not marked 
washed alone. They use any glass handy. They drink out common dipper, 
and the only attempt segregation their toilet and bath; some instances 
this has not been observed. One girl who had been diseased long enough 
have large crop venereal warts was not known diseased until she 
began break out. 

The two basement monitors—whose duty look after toilets and see 
that all girls bathe—are both syphilitic! They wash the handkerchiefs and the 
stockings for the entire family! They work almost everything that the others 
do. There absolutely attention paid gonorrhea and asked 
the physician—knows how many gonorrhea patients are the home. Gonor- 
girls the cooking and the laundry—even the officers.” 

felt all had every chance get one both the diseases. sepa- 
rated the girls’ clothes and compelled the syphilitics eat their rooms, and 
drink out their own cups, but was not permitted isolate them 
establish any system disinfecting clothing. one instance patient 
was discharged one week and the next week her drawers, night-dresses, 
undershirts, and uniforms were given out other girls. 

There nurse the school and the manager the cottage expected 
assist with all clinic girls every two weeks. When venereal warts are removed, 
you are expected hold parts without rubber scarey,” isn’t it, where 
one drop that stuff would fix” forever? was too scarey for me—especially 
with gonorrhea spoken were “Oh, guess per cent.

Here work for our public health committees, here work for 
Evidently these schools need investigating badly the almshouses.

PROFESSIONAL OBLIGATION 


HACKNEYED subject, but one which must taken for comment 
again and again, long nurses are human, and busy themselves 
their own individual work, forgetting that they owe helping hand 
their associates. The superintendent who runs her own school beauti- 
fully, but fails take part any the superintendents’ societies, 
national, state, the head nurse who keeps her ward excellent 
running order, but who does not belong her association and 
knows nothing nursing affairs outside her own the private 
nurse who faithful and unselfish the care her own patients, but 
who pursues her path alone, without giving receiving the district 
nurse who efficient and helpful her own sphere, but who cannot 
depended upon any organization these are missing part 
the opportunity and obligation professional service, and both they 
themselves, and their work will the poorer for their failure the end. 

This the time year when all organization life begins afresh, new 
officers are elected, new committees are formed, new programmes are 
planned. What will your share the winter’s you 
parasite, living complacently the efforts others? 
living aloof from our vital interests? worker? Every call 
write paper, help discussion should, possible, complied 
with, for the very request recognition nurse’s own work and 
reflected honor her school. show the character 
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their graduates, some furnish many eager helpful workers, others are 
never heard from, though those who are arranging meetings may try 
again and again find some one represent them. 

For the sake service your profession, for your own broader 
development, for the honor your school—enter into close relations 
with the associations which may reasonably claim your support, and 
what you are asked do.

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MEMORIAL SKETCHES ISABEL ADAMS HAMPTON 
ROBB 


EARLY LIFE 


was born Welland, Ontario, Canada, 
1860, and seems have received her education there, with the exception 
year two spent the Collegiate Institute, St. Catharines. Her 
parents were both born Cornwall, England, and she was one seven 
children, having three brothers and three sisters. Dr. Robb writes, 
have often heard her about her playmates and the good times she 
had with her brothers and sisters. She was fond all sorts games, 
and have heard her say that she would deliberately stay after school 
for game croquet, knowing full well that she would punished 
her return for being late.” 

Miss Nutting writes: Mrs. Robb often talked about her 
home life, and drew from her clear and distinct impression life 
great simplicity and severity. She often spoke the household 
duties both before and after school, and the way which duty and 
work always came before pleasure and inclination. have many times 
felt that the almost childlike delight which she took the ordinary 
joys and pleasures life were due having somehow missed most 
them her childhood and youth.” 

the age seventeen, Addie Hampton,” she was then called, 
went Merritton, town not far away, teach the junior, not the 
lowest, form the public salary $300 year, position 
which she held for four years, until July, 1881.

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and Miss Snively, who also knew her during these years, both think she 
failed meet its requirements. that the case, her later successes 
earnest student and teacher seem all the more interesting. 

Miss writes: have more than once heard Miss Hampton 
express regret that she had missed higher education her youth, and 
once when she expressed envy nurse whose education had been very 
liberal, and told her she ought thankful for brains rather than 
education, she laughed and said she tried make use the talents she 
had, but her work would have been much easier had she been better 
prepared.”

ISABEL HAMPTON—PUPIL NURSE THE BELLEVUE 
TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES, 1881-1883 


view the intense interest the friends Mrs. Robb, the 
time spent her, while training Bellevue Hospital, only fair 
announce the start, that disappointment awaits the readers this 
brief sketch. The time for collecting information was limited, and 
the remnant Mrs. Robb’s class scattered, that has been impossible 
get into communication with those who knew her best that time, 
and who earliest recognized her genius. The following the merest 
collection shreds, glimpses moment’s duration, and the reader 
must content let real history lacking for the present. 

The correspondence between Miss Perkins and Isabel Hampton, prior 
the entrance the latter into the training school, has for the present 
disappeared, fact especially deplored, since involves the loss 
valuable index the early opinions and character Mrs. Robb. 

The circumstances which led Miss Hampton find her vocation seem 
slight indeed when one considers what issues hung upon them. She 
was teaching one the junior departments school small 
Canadian town, two her fellow teachers, the principal and another, 
discussed her hearing the benefits change occupation—they 
were both older women and she naturally listened with respect their

opinions. They decided upon sending for application blank, and 
information regarding the Bellevue Training School; but considering 
that they would have give assured positions with good salaries, 
begin all over salary all, they decided remain teaching for 
the present. Miss Hampton, however, availed herself the application 
blank, filled in, and sent off and due time was accepted and went 
through the course. Later, her friends the Canadian school amended 
their first decision, and entered the Bellevue School also, where they 
graduated with credit and filled important positions other hospitals 

Miss Perkins, who was unerring judge character, appreciated 
the worth the young pupil nurse from the first. was one the 
recommendations which carried weight when the writer entered the 
school, that she was countrywoman Miss Hampton. Miss Brown, the 
assistant superintendent, early recognized that Miss Hampton she had 
pupil who would credit her teaching and owe Miss Brown 
the discovery the latent genius the young junior nurse who was 
later become the greatest teacher nurses her time. Among her 
classmates there did not exist the same jealousy 
her very great personal charm probably accounts for this part—but 
there seems idea still existence, that there were nurses who 
folded clothes with more precision, and washed more dirty patients 
given time than Miss Hampton. She was regarded persistent nui- 
sance some her classmates for the dogged patience with which she 
strove extract from class and lecture every atom 
paring her own notes with those others, following the subject any 
and every book she could lay hands upon, and questioning every doctor 
who lingered the wards the hope more interesting conversation. 
That she worked some purpose shown her passing her examina- 
tion head every subject despite the doubts some her classmates, 
who failed see why both superintendent and teachers looked her for 
credit their work. What were counted faults the pupil nurse 
her seniors and co-workers were those extremely strong traits which 
marked Mrs. Robb through her whole career. She held thing 
long she could see any possibility doing anything with it. She 
detested going back over work ill-done and whatever the matter hand 
was given consideration with special reference the future well 
due regard for the present. This trait stands out her character 
strongly through her training school worked towards point 
which was not always visible those rank and file with her, rather 
scorning popular approval, but finding absolute necessity being 
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justified the results. One can easily imagine that such nature 
would regarded with impatience busy ward, where instantaneous 
effects are paramount importance.

how that nurse had always remained her mind miracle worker 
and from her own words, heard many, there can doubt but that 
she found little hardship her training, enjoying this phase life 
she did every other turn, its early end. 

One personal remembrance Isabel Hampton Robb she was 
the time her graduation stands out vividly the mind the writer.

Isabel Adams Hampton came the Illinois Training School for 
Nurses July, 1886, the Miss Brown, now Mrs. Dewey, 
Milwaukee, and five years after the school was founded. She had 
returned from eighteen months St. Paul’s House Rome but few 
months before and was wholly without experience 
superintendent.

remarked that same simple unaffected directness and compelling attrac- 
tiveness which two had known probationers.

HOPKINS

was while was duty night superintendent Bellevue that 
first met Miss Hampton. She came the training school one morning 
see some one her friends, and was presented her. remember 
that, being rather late the morning, she reproved for being out 
bed, with that serious, dignified, sympathetic vet restrained manner 
characteristic her, which instantly struck the perfection 
bearing for nurse. did not see nor hear her again until she wrote 
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offering the position her assistant the Johns Hopkins. wonder 
now this piece great good fortune; was then crude and inex- 
perienced that thought everything coming way was perfectly natural 
and expected. amused greatly learn that home friends, 
doubtless feeling then the surprise that feel now, concluded that there 
must have been some hidden influence” work. 

shall never forget first sight her there. had been shown 
room and was taking off things when she knocked the door and 
appeared, gracious and cordial, wholesome and buoyant, yet 
dignified thought had never seen more beautiful majestic figure 
except the pedestal some classic sculpture. She wore the uniform 
that was habitual with her through most the year, soft black china 
silk with thin white cuffs and collar, and cap, whose pattern she had 
designed herself and which was most becoming her. Its extreme sim- 
plicity, almost severity, suited her perfectly. Miss Nutting afterwards 
wore this same cap, and may seen photographs each. Miss 
Hampton’s color was rich and fresh, her eyes the clearest blue, unusually 
large and beautifully set and opened; her voice was one her greatest 
charms, being very sweet and quiet, yet with certain thrill when 
she was earnest. Her hands were also extremely beautiful, displaying 
her character and power organization. They were perfect enough 
have been modeled. 

The three years that followed were the most delightful possible. 
The hospital was new, and though the fortune bequeathed had been 
gathered the most unlovely business methods, the trustees, who were 
all men the highest aims, framed noble ideal its mission. was 
designed centre liberal teaching and instruction, and 
radiate the pure light science for truth’s sake. fresh and inspiring 
atmosphere did indeed permeate the whole place, and there was not then 
the rush work that has now fallen upon it. contrast the vast and 
crowded Bellevue struck first being nearly all hospital, and 
very little patient.” 

Life the training school was cheerful and simple. was Miss 
Hampton’s custom read prayers just after breakfast, the parlor, 
and with military discipline every nurse attended. was always new 
sensation see her, serene and beautiful, enter the room with her prayer- 
book hand, after the whole staff had taken place, and this impression 
was not lessened when learned, later, that she had sometimes dressed 
three and half minutes. had hymn, which played the 
piano, then was our custom with the nurses the door and 
watch them down the corridor. When think the hospital now, 
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always this picture that see:—the nurses their blue dresse 
streaming down the corridor, the green lawn, and young trees outsid 
the sunshine (the sun always shines Baltimore), and Miss Hamp 
ton’s caryatid-like figure, clad either white black, her large eye 
radiant with pride and joy her flock. Never was any mother prouder 
Almost always, turned away, she would say with, perhaps 
little squeeze the hand, Docky, aren’t they 

Baltimore had never before known the trained nurse, and Miss Hamp 
ton took from the outset the gracious yet commanding position whicl 
fixed the nurses’ status the community dignified and respected one 
both professionally and socially. The hospital attracted superior set 
women, and the city accepted them readily, but she, herself, had not 
few amusing tilts with lords creation who were unaccustomed see 
nurse hold any command. She had scrupulous insistence upon her 
own legitimate sphere authority. There she permitted encroach- 
ment, but, respecting others’ boundaries, demanded equal respect for 
her own. 

She was capable righteous indignation and most salutary, 
anger, which, one always felt, was held perfect control. Unlike most 
people, she was superbly beautiful when angry: her brow remained clear 
and her features tranquil, but her color rose, her eyes blazed and grew 
larger, and her pose became indescribably expressive. 

one else, think, well knows the truly original and creative 
character Miss Hampton’s mind, for during the three years that 
were together there saw her conceive and develop all the various ideas 
which are now embodied living groups persons and broad lines 
organization. were quite secluded our was not 
the excitement and stimulus metropolis, where ideas are generated 
one knows not how and spread mysteriously, that moment every 
one thinking the same thing. Miss Hampton’s mental visions future 
nursing growth and development came sort picture, hazy first, 
with outlines more less indefinite, gradually taking form until the 
whole was clear and vivid, filling her with joy and enthusiasm, eager 
interest, and untiring energy. ‘Thus long before national association 
had been thought she saw all its groupings, powers, and activities, and 
rejoiced over its great possibilities; so, too, the course Teachers 
College showed itself her long vistas certainties. She saw the 

women work, knew what they would do, and what would come it. 

was this reality her visions the future that made her 
delightful live with and gave her her great fascination, for even one 
did not always get clearly the drift her talk, which was often impres- 
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sionistic and suggestive, ignoring details, one could not but stimulated 
and thrilled her rich vitality. 

She had wonderful feeling the solidarity her devotion 
her profession was based great loyalty the cause women’s 
progress. She believed women the superior moral force, and was 
impassioned for every advance that brought them upward. Along with 
her large grasp and insight she had certain childlikeness 
ness. Banalities and superficial witticisms often left her bewildered, not 
understanding their drift. But her sense humor real human 
things was keen. Many times has she come into the office after rounds, 
convulsed with laughter over some ludicrous happening the wards. 

preparing the programme for the nurses’ section the World’s 
Fair, 1893, Miss Hampton really went through mental process 
construction the entire subsequent evolution the nursing profession. 
She placed the papers that certain ideas should worked out, and 
waited almost breathlessly for the results she hoped for. corre- 
spondence with Miss Nightingale this time was great source 
Miss Nightingale consented send paper, and wrote Miss 
Hampton autograph letter which she presented the school. 

the general session the congress hospitals and charities she 
read her paper the three-year course and eight-hour day, regarding 
this message the culmination her teaching work. 
course, however, was Miss Nutting’s contribution educational 
standards. 

Miss Hampton called together Chicago the gathering which grew 
into the Superintendents’ Association. When look back now, and see 
how almost terrifying was the solemnity with which took ourselves 
and the initial stages this association cannot but smile and wonder 
any other people were ever solemn. 

Miss Hampton wrote her Nursing: Its Principles and Practice 
during those pleasant years. Most was written her office, the 
late afternoon, after the day’s work was finished. Her power concen- 


tration was admirable, and she had tranquil poise, not easily disturbed

ISABEL HAMPTON ROBB—HER WORK ORGANIZA- 
TION AND EDUCATION

ONE the strongest and most obvious Isabel Hampton’s char- 
acteristics was what might call the organizing faculty. Those who 
had the privilege working with her soon recognized that task 
was she more happy than gathering and binding together isolated and 
scattered units and welding them into some harmonious and effectively 
working association, than bringing unorganized and disordered 
affairs into clear and orderly arrangement. She had natural aptitude 
for this, natural desire it, and real joy and delight its per- 
formance. Planning, initiating, directing, and controlling,—such activ- 
ities provided for her element which she lived and moved with the 
greatest ease and freedom. She was every sense the word leader, 
nature, capacity, personal attributes and qualities, choice, 
and probably some extent, inheritance and training; follower 
she never was. have often felt that, had she been man and the 
business world, nothing could have kept her from active and con- 
trolling share some the great organizations and combinations 
which the world now hears much. 

should think she must have inherited certain tendencies this 
direction from her mother whom she often spoke unusually able 
regulating and managing the affairs the household and family, 
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who was great believer law and order and government, and staunch 
upholder British ideals discipline. father, the contrary, 

she frequently spoke gentle and thoughtful, idealistic and 

somewhat visionary temperament. seems easy, almost inevitable 

fact, trace the rich, full-glowing nature Isabel Hampton, the 

unison qualities once progressive and conservative, practical and 

prophetic, which gave her remarkable power, and inexhaustible 

charm. For while, on.the one her plans might great mag- 

nitude, extending far into the future, and vastly comprehensive grasp, 

seeing and covering the whole field possible action and not occupying 
herself with any section division it, the other hand, she would 

throw herself with ardor and also with steady, patient industry, into 
small practical details, seem for the moment entirely oblivious 
to, and unmindful of, larger issues. For the effects produced, that 
the outward results good organization, she had hearty and high 
appreciation. such—made special and direct 
appeal her, whether was detail nurses’ uniforms, matter 
ward furnishings equipment, methods practical work. Her 
use military phraseology this relation was almost unconscious. 
Nurses were soldiers army,—we must keep line,—keep step,— 
move together. But her great and constant plea for uniformity was, 
course, directed toward the less tangible matters educational methods 
our schools, and the establishment them such degree 
uniformity would provide, ultimately, standards nursing universal 
recognition and acceptance. This thought, this hope, was very strong 
with her, the most casual study her writings will show. Only last 
year the International Congress Nurses London, she presented 
paper suggesting that steps taken establish International Edu- 
cational Standard and accepted the chairmanship for 
that purpose. safe infer that with all these splendid natural 
gifts and tendencies the direction organization, administration, 
and leadership, the opportunity fitly exercising them would have been 
accorded her almost any sphere work toward which she might 
have felt herself drawn. That should have been nursing was, 
know, not deliberate and intentional, not the result long attraction 
for this particular field work; was all but unknown her and its 
large possibilities quite unknown. was one those chances life 
which seem more like the direct hand Providence reaching with 
beneficent purpose into our daily affairs and needs, than like any mere 
happening. If, some believe, great generals and leaders the 
world’s work are not usually those whose lives have been easy, com- 
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fortabie, well ordered, and regulated, but more often those whose expe- 
riences life have been hard,—who have been schooled daily struggle 
with difficulties, compelling them find within themselves resources 
and powers sufficient for the accomplishment their tasks,—then 
easy understand how those early days hospital training schools 
brought out and developed rapidly certain pupils latent powers 
this particular character. Bellevue those early 
such difficulties and made such demands upon initiative resources 
and capacities. 

Mrs. Robb’s first actual hospital work after graduating was the 
Woman’s Hospital New York, where she was, remember aright, 
charge for brief period substitute for the superintendent. 
the few weeks her stay there she found time institute number 
minor changes which she long after referred to, smiling rather tenderly 
the recollection, “my first authority, you know.” But her first 
actual work organization began Chicago, when she sought per- 
mission unite the Hospital, with its large private service, 
with the Cook County, large free Municipal Hospital, order that 
the pupils the Illinois Training School might have education and 
training certain branches nursing which the free hospital alone 
did not offer. Baltimore, one her earliest efforts was bring 
about co-operation between the Johns Hopkins Hospitai and the Mount 
Wilson Sanitarium for Infants, whereby the pupils the training school 
could secure training not then available the hospital which 
they were attached. little later, through her advice, this idea 
combination was put into practice Milwaukee, Wisconsin, rather 
extensive way,—one training school becoming the central body 
through which nursing was carried many eight hospitals 
sanitaria. not know how successful this arrangement 
particular instance may have proved, but failures early attempts 
this kind cannot accepted indicating that the principles upon which 
they are based are unsound. affiliations between schools 
pitals, common to-day, show strikingly how correct Mrs. Robb was 
her judgment, and how true the insight which placed her far 
advance her day thus establishing the principle affiliation. The 
belief that this system provided the only way solving some the 
problems hospital nursing and the education nurses, grew 
stronger the years passed by, and she frequently talked it. She 
was, sure, quite conscious the difficulty and complexity this 
method, and the many delicate adjustments made its admin- 
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istration order establish broad plane permanence, stability, 
and justice. 

Mrs. Robb’s crowning work organization, the Johns Hopkins 
Training School, shall not speak, since that province has been assigned 
another, but will merely say that her practical genius here had full 
sway, and could create standard, precedent, and tradition will, under 
conditions which were that time little less than ideal. From the 
very beginning the keynote her purpose was clearly sounded. She 
insisted upon adding the familiar title superintendent nurses the 
further title principal training school, thus placing the education 
and training the nurse distinctly the foreground. This high con- 
ception her office must have had its due effect upon the minds 
those with whom she was associated though she was not alone holding 
it. was shared Dr. Hurd, the superintendent the hospital, who 
has ever had keen recognition the place the training school and 
its needs, and who known nurses everywhere staunch sup- 
porter sound educational methods nursing, and the late Francis 
King, the first president the board trustees, Mrs. Robb’s friend 
and adviser, who fully endorsed her views, and who was especially and 
deeply interested the proper growth and development the school. 
acceptance large responsibility toward the training school, and 
the view that the careful education and training nurses was one 
the most important their functions, has, fact, always charac- 
terized the trustees and other authorities the Johns Hopkins Hospital. 
When, the end five years, Isabel Hampton resigned her charge 
married, she could point school working high state effi- 
ciency, firmly established the most excellent methods. She felt, 
she said, that the organization was complete, when, every post the 
nursing staff the hospital and school, graduate the school had 
been appointed and the desired degree uniformity thus attained. She 
had also written her book which was become standard authority 
fair record for five brief years. she had remained with 
there can doubt that she would have early sought introduce 
certain radical changes the work the school, which she had already 
advocated and tentatively outlined admirable paper read the 
Convention the Society Superintendents, held Boston Feb- 
ruary, 1905. Those changes involved lengthening the entire course 
study from two years three, order that better and more thorough 
theoretical instruction’ and additional practical experience might 

obtained. Fearing the effect nine-hour day upon the health the 
students extended beyond the two years, she urged the adoption 
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eight-hour day, necessity for the longer course, and order 
that money might available for the instruction various subjects, 
which was essential but impossible provide, and for other needs 
the students, such libraries and school equipment, she urged the 
abolition the payment the usual money allowance the students 
and its application the above-mentioned needs. This plan, involving 
did sweeping and radical changes, was further evidence her 
skill combining and organizing. Each one these measures itself 
was already operation some degree some other school. The three- 
year course had been established first 1894 the Training School 
the University Pennsylvania Hospital, and long before this certain 
schools England. The eight-hour day had been existence for 
several mistake not, the Farrand Training School, con- 
nected with the Harper Hospital Detroit, Michigan, and while the 
payment pupils had been the common method this country, 
England there were students several training schools who received 
money allowance, but who instead, special paid fee 
for their training. was typical Mrs. Robb’s fine instinct for bring- 
ing together those factors and measures which, valuable individual 
schools, could made much greater value when co-ordinated into 
system where each feature its due part strengthening and 
upbuilding the whole. Mrs. Robb’s actual work training school organi- 
zation ceased this period though her advice and aid such matters 
were sought later many instances and freely given. The Lakeside 
Training School Cleveland, particular, was indebted her for 
much valuable counsel its organization, and for practical service 
its board managers, which continued the time her death. 
Outside the training school, Mrs. Robb’s contributions the organiza- 
tion the profession have been the greatest moment. was upon 
her initiative that the first meeting was called take steps toward 
lishing the Society Superintendents Training Schools, and its 
later organization and work she took prominently active part. 

Her superb achievements the Illinois and the Johns Hopkins 
Training Schools marked her the fitting one for the leadership the 
national association, and she was, therefore, chosen the first president 
the Associated the United States. Those who knew her 
best knew how she shrank for the moment from assuming great 
task, but later on, plans for its development began take shape 
her mind, was evident that she had undertaken congenial task 
which she could whole-heartedly bend her best energies. few weeks 
spent with her Murray Bay the summer following her election 
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this office, found her already deeply absorbed the general scheme 
organization and looking upon the future association great lever 
with which advance the education nurses, which has become. 

extremely interesting note that her efforts promote greater 
uniformity educational standards was one the strong factors 
work the establishment the course Hospital Economics 
Teachers College. the teachers and superintendents training 
schools could themselves uniformly required prepare for their 
important work some approved and accepted course training, would 
not the result greater uniformity methods teaching and con- 
ducting work training schools? And there can, think, logical 
appeal from her conclusions that considerable degree uniformity 
might thus reached. excellent paper this subject Mrs. Robb 
made the interesting suggestion that graduation from such special 
advanced course might made qualification for admission the 
Society Superintendents. 

must kept mind that almost all Mrs. Robb’s work 
organization had for its object the advancement and improvement 
the education and training nurses. None saw more clearly than she 
that the call which the world making must answered ade- 
quately, that nurses must meet our responsibilities homes, 
hospitals, and the community fullest measure would hold and 
strengthen the status which our pioneers have gained for us. Her 
valiant efforts were, when come analyze them, almost entirely 
centered these secure liberal education for our 
how attract into our schools women education, ability, and 
refinement how support nurses their efforts maintain worthy 
professional status that the field nursing should inviting one 
enter because the high character its representatives, well 
because the enormous opportunities for service which provides and 
into which increasingly leads. But Mrs. Robb’s contributions the 
advancement nursing education were not confined her actual 
service schools associations, and she added these steadily through 
voice and pen, producing noteworthy and timely papers and addresses 
upon various phases training school and hospital work—of special 
interest and importance the moment. All them were carefully 
written, practical, suggestive, helpful, and collection some the 
more important has’recently been published. More enduring still per- 
haps, and certainly more immediately and widely useful, are the two 
books, Nursing, Principles and Practice,” which the third edition 
was recently called for, and Nursing Ethics,” small work peculiar 
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interest and value, handling does those intimate personal matters 
and relationships nursing which are difficult bring into the 
realm ordinary instruction.

should trained for nurses, the education and practical teaching which 
they should receive, and the work she hoped out her 
plans. “On that day,” said Dr. Hurd, “she set ideal which has 
never been improved upon departed from, which made this school what 
and started well the right path that could, speak, 
travel its own momentum when she left it. She brought order out 
confusion and introduced system which has gone increasing useful- 
ness from year year. But her work was not only that organizer 
and superintendent, but, above all, that educator. She constantly 
taught her nurses, and constantly upheld the ideal broad and thorough 
education for all nurses, the necessity proper text-books, regular 


studies, and regular lectures competent instructors. She was 
educator always. She was also woman beautiful, generous nature 
and large heart. one could know her without feeling that. She 
never lost interest this training school after she left 1894, but 
kept touch with affairs here and inquired constantly about its progress 
during the years since. feel that all owe debt gratitude her.” 

Miss Nutting, member Mrs. Robb’s first class nurses the 
Johns Hopkins, and herself the second superintendent the training 
school, made the next address. Miss Nutting outlined Isabel Hampton’s 
youth daughter well-ordered Canadian household and her 
training Bellevue, her study and work Rome after leaving

than the Hunter Robb. Mrs. Robb was born Canada 
about years ago. Her professional education was secured the 
Bellevue Training School, New York, from which she graduated 
1883. After spending some time nursing institution Rome, Italy, 
she was appointed Superintendent Nurses the Illinois Training 
School, Chicago, where she remained for three years. 1889, she 
organized the Johns Hopkins Training School for Nurses Baltimore, 
and was charge for five years. She was married Dr. Hunter 
Robb London, England, July 12, 1894. Her marriage, with its 
new interests and obligations, did not remove her from active leadership 
the great profession which she had abundantly proved herself 
most distinguished member, for she became now the first president the 
National Associated also one the foremost founders the 
Superintendents’ Society, assuming the presidency last year. She was 
likewise instrumental establishing the Course Hospital Economics 
the Teachers College, Columbia University. Cleveland, Ohio, 
where she lived, she had been chairman the Training School Com- 
mittee the Lakeside Hospital and member the Board Lady 
Managers. 

Her literary works are well known, the most widely read being: 
“Principles and Practice Nursing,” and Ethics Nursing.” 

these facts Mrs. Robb lives our memories,—and not these 
alone, nor chiefly. She lives her memorable career, and her strong 
sweet inestimably more worth remembering than 
statistics and dates.

Mrs. Robb lived the love the large number people who came 
contact with her. She loved them: they loved her. ready sym- 
pathy flowed from her heart all who sought her encouragement 
counsel. The depressed and the disheartened sought not her help vain. 

She possessed physical and mental qualities high order. Quite 
frequently the possessor such these cold, proud, unfeeling, 
austere, impatient, contemptuous. Mrs. Robb. her physical 
attractions, her intellectuality, and her dignity, she added affection, sim- 
plicity, charm manner, and graciousness that won all who were 
privileged know her. She was easy approach, and always interested 
matters that interested other people. When one considers that 
twenty-seven years ago the nursing profession was not established 
esteemed now, but that had those days much win 
its way the world, and prove its inestimable benefits mankind, 
can readily understand the immense value such rare and 
lavishly gifted leader Mrs. Robb; and can appreciate the large 
part she played advancing the exalted place now occupies. 
Furthermore, has difficulty realizing how she survives 
many hearts. 

They whom God takes from live their influence over us. 
are what are from various causes,—heredity, environment, the 
exercise our wills, the grace God, and the influence others. 

The influence others! how potent is! one man repro- 
duces and perpetuates another, and preserves that other’s character and 
characteristics, even long years after his decease. Florence Nightingale 
founded training schools for nurses 1860, fifty years ago. But Flor- 
ence Nightingale was only carrying their logical and inevitable issue 
the suggestions received eleven years earlier when she was voluntary 
nurse Pastor Theodor Fleidner’s Hospital, Kaiserwerth the 
Rhine. 

Mrs. Robb you have woman force and power. nature 
strong hers leaves its mark indelibly other natures, and their 
inestimable gain. 

They whom God takes from live their deeds. door has 
been found Gizeh that 5550 years Pyramids are 4000, 
the Moabite stone 2800, and the Rosetta stone 2100. Temples, statues, 
paintings, palaces, and countless things works men’s 
hands—live for hundreds generations. How wonderful that 
man can perpetuate himself the material things makes. And yet 
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how much more wonderful that can continue live this world 
his spiritual creations. Plato, Aristotle, Buddha, Confucius, live 
the thoughts they bequeathed. lives the fiery emotions 
enkindles. Moses lives our obedience the laws promulgated. 
And the mantle many prophet God has fallen innumerable 

suecessors the prophetic office. 

So, deeds done, she lives whom remember this service. Hers 
was life achievement. She was leader, founder, adviser, 
inspirer, writer books. Her monument what she 
accomplished. The people who things are the people most keenly 
and warmly appreciated the world. Mrs. Robb was decidedly and 
emphatically one these. Then, nurse, her works survive. The 
nurse repairs the broken body man, the home his immortal soul 
made the image God. When the physical nature shattered the 
soul unable its work. Whoever, therefore, restores the physical 
nature gives back the soul its habitation, and for ever and ever has 
share all the good which that soul achieves. What eternity that!

THE RECENT RIOTS CHANGSHA 


Graduate Hospital, New York, Missionary Nurse, Yale Mission 
Hospital, Changsha, China 


THERE saying the east that one’s experience life the 
Orient not complete without going through riot having typhoid 
The recent riots Changsha, the capitol the province 
Hunan, China, helped complete the experience good many people. 

There had been rumors trouble for sometime previous the final 
outbreak. The gentry,—a rich and influential, but always anti-progres- 
sive class, Hunan,—had for several months been trying get 
corner rice, quite western fashion. the price had been 
going until the people were starving. Recourse the officials proving 
avail, they took matters into their own hands and looted all the 
rice shops the city. 

the night the 13th April, about ten thousand people started 
get the wherewithal satisfy their hunger. first they seemed 
think nothing else. They knocked our hospital gate, and when 
there was slight delay opening it, broke down, and demanded 
lights. Then they came across the street our compound, the gate 
which was opened once. Being furnished with more lights, they 
looted rice shop across the street, and then went quietly on, leaving 
sleeping. 

Later the night, having obtained goodly booty, many these 
people tried leave the city, but spite rumors the contrary, the 
city gates were locked dawn, according the usual custom. The 
people now became more excited, and having been fired the Gover- 


*In note accompanying her article, Miss Gage explains that she would 
have sent the earlier, but that she had having typhoid since the 
The note dated July 15, and hoped that she now actively 
work again, further trouble has been reported from 
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nor’s yamen, official residence, responded eagerly suggestion 
plunder foreigners, thus causing trouble with higher authorities for these 
officials who gave redress. 

the foreigners escaped the wall, where they hid until day- 
light, when they could slip out the city gates the steamers which, 
fortunately, were port. 

All that day staid the steamer, watching for our friends 
leave the city, one one, and following the progress the rioters 
the fires they started. From one side the city the other the mob 
went, looting and burning various missions, business houses, yamens, 
and finally the Chinese custom house. 

hospital had just received from home supply foreign beds 
and linen, replace Chinese beds, which had far been used. This 
the Chinese doctor scattered small lots the houses different 
loyal Chinese. The patients were taken their homes, there was, 
fortunately, one desperately ill the hospital that time. 

After time, rice was imported, and things grew quieter, that 
men were able into the city for business day, sleeping house- 
boats. things are still quiet, hope that women and children 
will soon permitted return. 

One curious fact, explained possibly guiding authority the 
rioting, the feeling the people themselves toward foreign medical 
work, that none the three hospitals the city was injured. Two 
out three the missions running them were burned, but the hospitals 
were spared. When the work was reopened, the influx patients was 
enormous and has continued so, feel that some our work, least, 
appreciated. 


MEDICAL MISSIONARY WORK AMONG THE ZULUS 
NATAL, SOUTH AFRICA 


WANTED—A good all-round nurse who will also missionary,” 
common cry from the medical work mission field. That our 
need to-day our medical work among the Zulus Natal. 

The Zulus are now awakening the value the white man’s medi- 
cine and mode treatment. For ages they have believed that sickness 
was the result evil spirits, witchcraft, poisons, and the sick 
man was submitted the tender mercies the witch-doctor. Violent 
emesis and purging, get rid the evil spirits the stomach, were 
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among his mildest remedial measures. Such belief and practice still 
prevail but ever-increasing numbers the Zulus are coming tie mis- 
sion dispensary and hospital for relief. 

The surgical work the hospital what appeals them most, and 
also the most interesting the missionaries charge. Here 
are accustomed perform any operation required, from pulling tooth 
ovariotomy hysterectomy. The hospital reserved for surgical 
and maternity cases and can accommodate twenty twenty-five patients 
comfortably. 

The work nurse charge our hospital would consist the 
general care the hospital and patients, assistance operations, per- 
sonal missionary work among the patients, and the training the class 
native nurses studying the hospital. This last item one 
the most important phases our work. Zulu takes the practice 
medicine nursing duck takes water, but unfortunately such 
practice not led instinct unerringly the duck swim- 
ming. For instance, case confinement, the midwife ties stout 
rope around the woman’s waist make sure that the child goes the 
right direction and does not back after advance made. 
dentally, she also brings some barrel staves stout switches and case 
any outcry she quiets the patient with the barrel staves,—hence the 
wonderful fortitude the heathen labor. hope send out among 
the Zulus, intelligent nurses and midwives stop such practices. 

Our work located Durban, Natal, South Africa, beautiful 
seaport town about 75,000 inhabitants, about half them white, 
under British rule. Although our work among the Zulus from all 
parts Natal and Zululand, enjoy all the comforts civilization, 
though some the luxuries may lacking.

EXAMINATIONS AND MARKINGS THE TRAINING SCHOOL THE 
PROTESTANT HOSPITAL, BORDEAUX 

THERE training school any country where the system 
training and careful estimation the pupils’ standing more 
accurately and scientifically worked out upon exact basis than the 
hospital directed Dr. Hamilton. She adds the practical side the 
work the benefit her own training exactitude medical woman. 
The July number Garde-Malade describes their method which 
transcribe freely, space not permitting literal translation: 

The first-year pupils receive their course twenty-three lectures 
from one physician, who charged with the preparation the entire 
course, order that unity and method may attained, and the gaps 
avoided that occur under variety lecturers, who are not individually 
familiar with the ground covered whole. Before each lecture, 
certain number pupils are quizzed the last one and their marks 
for this quiz are recorded and added those their final examination. 
The reason for this is, that pupil, who has done excellent work all 
through the year, may nervous have stage-fright the time 
final exams and not herself justice that time. The marking for 
the final might therefore not fair her, but this avoided taking 
her standing throughout the vear into consideration. 

During the entire period twenty-two months instruction the 
pupils receive monthly markings the following points: Punctuality, 
cleanliness, neatness, quietness, industry, conscientiousness, docility, 
patience, capacity, uniform, coiffure, 
and voice. certain, says Dr. Hamilton, that the most extensive 
cramming cannot atone for deficiencies absence these qualities 
nurse, and while much easier produce poor copy the medical 
student, and leave undone the careful and arduous work hourly 
and daily training, which requires unremitting patience, perseverance, 
firmness, and concentration the part the head nurses and superin- 
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tendent, nevertheless, the task ungracious with few who not 
realize what their own interest, the results are more than satisfac- 
tory with the rest. 

The standing the pupils the four last points considered 
highly important; the courtesy manner, the details the uniform, 
the way dressing the hair, and the voice, gentle and reassuring, count 
for much with the patient. The marks given all points through- 
out the two years give fair estimate the nurse’s qualities. the 
time final examinations, the average (not the added figures) all 
the monthly markings each one these points added the pupil’s 
total marks. There course maximum well minimum. 

The .second year’s examinations are both practical 
The former conducted the wards, the second the classrooms. 
the details these examinations are very similar the practical and 
theoretical examinations with which American nurses are familiar 
need not describe them further, but point out this excellent practical 
provision: nurses, who, the time their final examination, still have 
some months time complete, not receive their final standing until 
their time actually finished. Thus meritorious work until the last 
they may improve their total markings, the monthly averages are 
added that given the time the formal examinations. 

Dr. Hamilton says: convinced that this method bestowing 
marks far more exact than that which bestows them according the 
status the pupil examination time only. Considering the special 
nature the nurse’s work, indispensable that her success should 
based upon the ensemble qualifications needed for the good nurse.

How. Martha Allen. Price, $1.25. National Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union, Marcellus, 


second edition Mrs. Martha Allen’s book compares with the 
earlier most encouragingly. the time its first appearance the 
subject was one which did not commend itself the laity, where alcohol 
was regarded sovereign remedy, without which household was 
properly equipped. Physicians had indeed, great measure, ceased 
make use alcohol remedy for diseases, but was then now 
used safe and harmless medicine for emergencies the hands 
countless numbers ignorant lay people. 

Ten years, says the author, the preface the second edition 
her book, has brought about great change. The passive attitude 
the medical profession has entirely disappeared; its place there has 
arisen what nearly approaches popular campaign against the indis- 
criminate use alcohol. now used far less vehicle for drugs, 
far less stimulant,—its use food prohibited many diseases, 
and the erstwhile popular patent medicine, which obtained favor exactly 
proportion its percentage alcohol, tabooed respectable 
circles. All this must most encouraging Mrs. Allen and the 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Union, which Mrs. Allen super- 
intendent the medical department. The book shows that she has 
covered enormous field work, following the opinions the medical 
profession, not only America, but England and the Continent, 
marking down every recruit gained for the cause which dear her 
heart, and watching the ever-increasing tide reform towards sanity 
and right living.

GENERAL CONSIDERATIONS.—Animals and plants require solid, liquid, take 
and gaseous food. Plants derive their sustenance from the various salts gills 
and the moisture found the soil, and from the carbonic acid gas, air 
moisture, and oxygen the air.

The blood, circulating the minute capillaries the leaflets, 
takes the oxygen from the water and gives carbonic acid gas. The 
gills, order absorb oxygen, must kept moist, fish the 
air soon dies from the drying the branchial leaflets. 

AMPHIBIANS.—These animals are able live both land and 
the water. Example, frogs. Frogs, the tad-pole stage, breathe 
gills, fishes do, but the adult frog has lungs. The frog also has the 
power absorbing oxygen through the moist surface the skin. This 
the reason they are often seen after rain. 

Lanp majority these animals have specially con- 
structed organs inside the body, that the blood can brought into 
close contact with the oxygen the air; few have delicate, moist skin 
for breathing purposes. breathe through the moist surface 
the skin, therefore, impossible for them live long dry air. 
This accounts for the appearance earth-worms the surface the 
ground after warm rain. 

Insects, rule, live dry air, and must have their organs 
respiration inside the body protect them from dessication. Their 
respiratory organs consist numerous fine air-tubes, which extend along 
the whole the body, and ramify like tree into finer and finer 
branches. The gaseous interchange occurs the finest ramifications. 

Reptiles are cold-blooded animals with slow respiration and circula- 
tion compared with birds and mammals. Reptiles can live long 
time without breathing, are more active warm weather, and thrive 
hot dry climates. The snake’s lung consists long membraneous 
sac, which extends along the whole length the body, and contains 
its posterior portion sufficient store respiratory air. 

Birds have lungs, but addition they have air-sacs permeating differ- 
ent portions the body, which give them supply reserve air. These 
air-sacs are automatically filled during flight the pressure the air, 
and the movement the wings helps pump out the air; thus birds 
have this reserve power addition the usual method breathing 
the lungs. This explains why birds are never out breath after 
long flight. 

ANIMALS AND MAN).—The current air passes 
through the following organs reach the air-cells: nose, naso- 
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pharynx (vault) pharynx (throat) larynx (voice-box) trachea 
(windpipe) and bronchi the air-cells the lungs. 

ANATOMY AND THE two nasal passages 
open forward the face and behind into the nasopharynx, and are 
formed bones and cartilages, which constitute the framework. The 
septum forms the inner wall each passage, the turbinals the outer. 
The turbinals are scroll-shaped bones, covered thick mucous mem- 
brane, which very rich blood-vessels and lymph-channels. There 
are three turbinals: upper, middle, and lower. 

are number bony cells, lined mucous mem- 
brane, adjoining the nose, which are known accessory sinuses. 
communicate small openings with the cavity the nose. These 
sinuses are: maxillary (antrum); ethmoid cells; frontal; 
sphenoid. Diseases the nose may extend any the sinuses. 
the openings sinuses into the nose are closed from inflammatory 
swelling, pressure tumors, from other causes, serious results may 
follow. 

THE breathing; smell; voice. The air

ANATOMY AND THE NASOPHARYNX (VAULT THE 
dome-shaped cavity bounded behind and above the 
base the skull and the vertebral column; front the nose; 
each side the Eustachian tubes, which connect the throat with the 
middle ear; and below connects with the pharyngeal cavity the level 
the soft palate. The vault contains normally lymphoid (adenoid) 
tissue, which often becomes enlarged children. The middle ear may 
become diseased through the extension the inflammation, infection, 
into the Eustachian tubes, from the throat. 

ANATOMY AND THE PHARYNX (THROAT).—The 
pharynx extends from the nasopharynx, above, the upper border 
the larynx below. bounded behind the vertebral column, and 
the muscles and the soft parts covering it; each side the muscles 
the pharynx; and front connects with the mouth, buccal 
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cavity. The pillars the fauces and uvula mark the division between 
the pharynx and the buccal cavity. The points interest are: soft palate 
and uvula; pillars the fauces; tonsils. soft palate, uvula, and 
the anterior and posterior pillars are muscular structure. 

The tonsils lie recess between the anterior and posterior pillars, 
and are composed lymphoid tissue, similar structure the adenoid 
tissue the vault. Normally the tonsils are not visible ordinary 
inspection the throat. When the tonsils are readily seen sign 
that they are abnormally large. 

Lingual the base the tongue, either side the 
median line, small amount lymphoid tissue, known the lingual 
tonsil. Hypertrophy the lingual tonsil more common adults than 
children, while the reverse true the case the faucial tonsils. 

ANATOMY AND THE Box).—The 
larynx formed cartilages which, the points union, form true 
joints, and are held together ligaments. The movements the carti- 
lages upon one another are affected numerous small ligaments. The 
cartilages that can readily felt the neck, and which give form 
the larynx, are the large thyroid above, and the smaller ring cartilage 
below. The Adam’s apple the prominent anterior edge the thyroid 
more prominent males than females. 

The hyoid bone horse-shoe shaped bone, situated above the thyroid 
cartilage, and held position numerous muscles and ligaments.

The cords are parallel one another and extend across the 
larynx from before backwards. The false cords (ventricular bands) 
are merely folds mucous membrane, which lie above the true cords, 
and form the upper border the ventricle the larynx. The true cords 
are musculofibrous, which produce the voice when they vibrate. The 
ventricle the larynx the elliptical space between the false cords 
above, and the true cords below. allows room for free movement 
the cords. the upper orifice the larynx there are muscles arranged 
the form sphincter which, their contraction, help close the 
orifice the larynx during the act swallowing. 

The vocal cords are moved muscles three ways: abduction; 
adduction; and tension. Abduction, separation the cords, 
allows the air enter the lungs with each inspiration; adduction, 
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the approximation the cords, occurs when the voice and 
tension necessary- give the different degrees pitch the voice. 

The vocal organ flexible reed instrument, with the chest the 
the larynx the reed; and the nose, throat, and sinuses the 
resonators. The intensity depends upon the blast from the chest; the 
pitch depends upon the vocal cords; and the quality depends upon the 
resonators.

mal condition, speech affected. Defects speech may due 
number causes; as, lack mental development, feeble minded and 
idiots lack development the vocal organs, hare-lip, cleft-palate, 
pathologic conditions the nose and throat, polypi, enlarged 
tonsils, adenoids; lack nervous control, stammering and stuttering 
ignorance, carelessness, and lack education. 

Congenital deafness, deafness acquired early life, the usual 
cause deaf-mutism. These patients can taught understand 
reading the lips. There close relation between the sense hear- 
ing and the sense speech. The musical quality the speaking voice 
depends largely upon the acuteness the subjective sense hearing. 
Breath control the important factor the proper use the voice, and 
should mastered every public speaker and singer.

Capacity the Lungs.—Breathing, tidal air, cu. in.; comple- 
mental air, 100 cu. in.; reserve air, 100 cu. in.; respiratory capacity, 225 
cu. in.; residual air, 100 cu. in. 

The above figures are approximate only. Respirations, per minute, 
greatly different animals. 

Composition the Atmosphere.—Nitrogen, parts; oxygen, 
parts. acid gas about 2000 parts volume. Variable 
amount moisture.

Most the diseases are due infections, and may affect any portion 
the respiratory tract. Thus have rhinitis, pharyngitis, tonsillitis, 
laryngitis, and bronchitis. 

Catching cold due disturbance the circulation which causes 
congestion, lowers resistance, and allows germs the circulation, 
the mucous membrane, develop. There are very few, any, germs 
the healthy bronchial mucous membrane, but disease large num- 
ber are found. Chilling one portion the body often causes conges- 
tion another portion, hence, wet feet, draughts, etc., act predispos- 
ing causes colds. 

General Measures against Catching Cold.—Dress warmly, but not 
bundle the neck with furs. Sleep the fresh air. The living rooms 
should not over 70°. Keep the stomach and bowels good condition. 
Avoid damp feet and exposure. Breathe through the nose, not through 
the mouth. nasal breathing not possible all the time, something 
wrong and should corrected. 

important cause many affec- 
tions leads impairment health interfering with free nasal breath- 
ing and oxygenation the blood. Some the frequent causes nasal 
obstruction are: swelling the mucous membrane and hypertrophy 
the turbina! polypi and tumors; deformities the nose, especially 
the septum. 

Adenoids, very common children, cause interference with free 
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breathing obstructing the vault the pharynx. They lead mouth 
breathing, ear disease and deafness, frequent colds, impaired general 
health and mental power. Removal the adenoids improves promptly 
the local and general conditions. 

Acute infection the tonsils accompanied 
pain, fever, difficulty swallowing, etc. often followed rheuma- 
tism, infection other organs. includes, besides drugs 
and local applications, rest bed and soft diet. 

ENLARGED infection often enters the body through 
the tonsils, and leads rheumatism, heart disease, tuberculosis, and 
pleurisy. They may harm also because their size interfering with 
swallowing, free breathing, influencing the voice. They cause chronic 
congestion, with catarrhal symptoms the throat. 

acute infectious disease, usually involving the 
tonsils and the adjacent parts. 

PERITONSILLAR through the tonsil, 
with abscess formation behind the tonsil. Prominent symptoms are: 
fever, difficulty swallowing and pain. Often occurs 
rheumatic subjects, with enlarged diseased tonsils.

GENERAL DIRECTIONS FOR THE PATIENTS WITH DISEASES 
THE with acute diseases should 
bed long there fever, comfortable, quiet, well-ventilated 
room. They should always have abundance fresh air. The bowels 
should kept open, the diet should simple one. Mouth, nose, and 
throat should cleansed with simple alkaline wash often neces- 
sary, lessen the danger infection the ears, the sinuses 
the nose. 

some diseases the throat, and after tracheotomy the air should 
warm and moist. Methods securing moisture: placing 
shallow pan water stove, register, radiator; attaching 
funnel means rubber tubing tea-kettle; very hot bricks, 
flat irons basin water. The steam may confined the area 
over the patient umbrella, draped with sheet. This serves very 
well improvised croup tent. Care should taken allow plenty 
fresh air, and never wet the patient, his clothes the condensing 
steam. 

The severe sore throat quinsy, tonsillitis, relieved douching 
the throat every hour, two, with hot saline solution. Method 
douching the throat: attach drinking tube, bent angle 45°, 
the rubber tube connected with irrigating can, fountain syringe. 
not place the container more than foot above the head the patient, 
strong stream painful. patient sitting, with head bent 
forward, with head over side the bed. Allow the stream enter 
the throat and flow out again into basin. Use about quarts 

under general anesthetic, laxative the night 
before, enema the morning, and very light breakfast, none all 
the operation done early. alkaline mouth wash several 
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times during the twenty-four hours preceding the operation advisable. 
under local anesthetic, simple diet for twenty-four hours, with 
laxative necessary. Nervous patients should given grains 
bromide soda, about hour before the operation. Ice collar, 
ice, relieve the pain and lessen hemorrhage. hemorrhage 
from the tonsils severe, use squares gauze wrung out ice water 
make firm compression over the site the tonsil. Codiene, mor- 
phine, necessary, lessen pain.

Out this State League, during that same fall and winter, grew 
several local leagues, among them the Charleston Anti-Tuberculosis 
League, whose object was fight consumption every possible way, 
distribute literature, and affiliate with the State League securing 
appropriation from the government for State Sanatorium. 
first the work was largely for State League. About $100 was contributed 
the state work, and $50 expended for local relief. 

the spring 1909, the bill for State Sanatorium having met dis- 
astrous defeat, was decided confine the local work for the present 
doing everything possible along educational, preventive, and, inciden- 
tally, curative lines the homes the people. 

The best solution this problem seemed procuring visiting 
nurse, who could into these homes, advise, instruct, and have 
oversight the welfare poor consumptives. 

was privilege undertake this pioneer work August, 1909, 
about one year ago. few weeks proved most conclusively the dire need 
health crusade Charleston. 

first the situation that confronted seemed almost hopeless. 
The people with whom had work were ignorant mountaineers, who 
had drifted into town and, too shiftless live properly, housed 
close places, soon contracted diseases. 

Ignorant, unkempt, and untaught, they looked upon with sus- 
picion, was taken for soap-agent, insurance collector, female 
doctor trying work practice, and various other things. was 


Read the fifth annual meeting the West Virginia State Graduate 
Nurses’ Association, Charleston, September 1910. 
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able render them some little service they were almost afraid accept 
it, for fear would some future time demand pay. 

first step was win their friendship and their confidence. This 
was little difficult, but even the crudest them had that innate hospi- 
tality, which characterizes the South, and when, after many lessons, 
decided must approach them guest social plane, was 
received with open arms. was often necessary make five six 
social visits, called them, before could get down business. 

The second step was more difficult, and that was convince them 
that they were suffering with tuberculosis, communicable and infec- 
tious disease. They reasoned somewhat this manner: About five 
years ago, doctor told had consumption, had consumption 
five years ago, now, would dead, not dead; therefore 
not have consumption.” 

Even when convinced that they have the disease, they insist that 
ain’t” they say, ketchin’,” but look upon hopelessly visitation 
from God. This White Plague, “the cough that can’t cured,” 
manifestation Divine wrath, not pestilence that could stamped out. 

These hopeless, resigned cases are the hardest deal with. What’s 
the use,” they said, God sent this upon me,” and they sink into state 
indifference from which almost impossible arouse them. 

These tuberculous individuals not come us, they must 
hunted out their homes and haunts. these homes wish say 
just few words. You, nurses, sure appreciate the necessity 
cleanliness and the observance the simple laws hygiene any 
illness, but most especially tuberculosis, which primarily disease 
poverty and uncleanliness. 

You might suppose that Charleston, with its wealth and prosperity, 
its green hills, and broad shady streets, would comparatively free from 
the predisposing causes tuberculosis. this your supposition, 
wish that might take you with some the poorer sections 
the city. sure our city does not have its blocks four-, six-, and 
eight-story tenements, where the unfortunate dwellers are herded together 
like animals, but its alleys and poorer streets exist conditions that are 
shocking the extreme. The poorer classes people, many them, 
have absolutely idea the laws hygiene and sanitation, they live 
dirt and filth, close ill-aired rooms, and under such conditions could 
not fail make them regular hot beds disease. 

The suggestion bath shocks them. wet their skin bad for 
their lungs, they say. Their windows remain tightly closed (in some 
cases have removed nails). The bugaboo the night air and its evils 
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firmly implanted their minds. you wonder that they are regular 
culture fields for tuberculosis 

every family this type you find that where one case tuber- 
culosis exists, almost infallibly that individual has infected two three 
other members the household, through ignorance, often through love, 
—the love tuberculous mother, the sort love that feeds child 
from the same dish, that kisses, and pets during coughing spell, that 
sleeps the same bed with it. done through ignorance, and 
little child the victim. takes months patient reasoning and 
expostulation convince some these mothers the dangers this 
love. 

me, one the most terrible things was the careless manner 
which they would expectorate anywhere and everywhere. would find 
great puddles the floor beside the sick bed, old tin cans standing 
around. have seen cloths used for expectoration hung before the 
fire dry with little children playing about. have seen the furniture 
and bedding taken from infected home directly public storage 
house, without fumigation, because there was law requiring fumi- 
gation. 

not criminal allow such carelessness and such ignorance 
exist civilized country this enlightened twentieth century 

You may ask what can done what are trying for these 
people? The state itself refuses anything; all our efforts are 
dependent upon private charity. Every charitable institution this 
state closes its doors the consumptive. 

How care for them? 

With unlimited funds, would comparatively easy, with little 

the poorer class homes realize that little curative work can 
done. impossible obtain results when ten twelve people are 
crowded together, eating, cooking, and sleeping one two 
rooms. The only salvation for the sick one that case remove 
him from his surroundings proper hospital sanatorium. 

This hope when finally secure our sanatorium. the 
meantime can only give these poor unfortunates what comforts are 
available and educate them the point leaving their homes for 
hospital. 

the present time there are many these sufferers who might 
refuse take advantage sanatorium had one. They have 
inborn dread hospital and superstition about terrible black 
bottle,” that must first overcome. one man said when 
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won’t hospital, they’d kill like they did 
was the matter with your was asked. Wall, had 
consumption the lungs, tubuncles his liver, and poke matter 
his side, but he’d bin livin’ yit them there hospital doctors 
hadn’t cut him open and killed him.” 

While their untaught minds are being disabused these ideas, and 
they are being prepared for the sanatorium that coming some day, 
many seeds the doctrine prevention can dropped. The gospel 
fresh air being preached religiously, the nature the disease, and the 
danger its transmission are being explained, over and over again, 
words one syllable, not once twice, but fifty hundred times. 

These people are being encouraged and taught clean their 
houses and their bodies, keep their door and windows open, flooding 
their rooms with sunshine, God’s best medicine. Above all, they are 
learning expectorate carefully and destroy the germ-laden sputum 
burning all infected material. 

You may ask whether can see any results from this year’s 
educational campaign and would say most emphatically, yes! 

course there are marvelous results. can not hope 
entirely remake family overcome the habits lifetime one year, 
two years even. The work must done the theory that constant 
dripping wears away the stone; but are not discouraged, windows are 
being opened, houses are being cleaned up. The people have learned 
listen attentively when try talk them, even though they not 
always heed. They are interested and ask questions; and, above all, 
they have learned trust the nurse and feel that she their friend. 
They confide her not only their physical ailments, but she asked for 
advice all family difficulties. this way much can done time 
elevate their moral standard and that is, course, essential the 
real solution the problem tuberculosis below the poverty line. 
Teach them live properly and healthfully, and disease will take wings. 

you ask for facts and figures, might say, have distributed 
hundreds educational pamphlets; have established free tuber- 
culosis dispensary; have secured, measure, the co-operation 
the Health Officer, and now have free fumigations all houses vacated 
tuberculous individuals. 

Through the kindness the Graduate Nurses’ Association Kana- 
wha County, have well-equipped linen closet, from which linen 
loaned the sick poor times emergency. From this same generous 
source sanitary sputum cups are now being furnished the patients. 
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During the year about 175 cases tuberculosis have come under 
the observation the League, and them 3624 visits instruction 
have been made the nurse. The patients themselves have record 
409 dispensary visits. have apparently cured cases. 

Had time might cite individual cases and tell you little 
mother who, when she was told the danger, sent her baby away from 
her and, living out doors, under conditions almost equal sanatorium 
ones, slowly fighting her way back health. 

might tell you boy, twelve years age, who, one year ago, 
was found most deplorable condition. Two weak raise his head, 
pile old quilts dark damp room, where the sun never 
penetrated. The rest the family six cooked, ate and slept the 
same, doing washing and ironing for outside families. 

was emaciated until nothing but skeleton, and dirty, and un- 
kempt, indescribably so. The bed-clothes and all articles around him 
were covered with expectoration and there was great puddle the floor 
beside the bed. The mother, worn out, had been told must die and 
longer bothered care for him. 

This child was bathed and made comfortable. The family was in- 
duced move into better house, the League paying the difference 
the rent. The child was kept the open air and given nourishing food. 
three months had gained pounds, and to-day going school 
apparently well the other children. The mother keeping the 
little home clean and the child informed that always takes bath 
now, and brushes his teeth after each meal. The neighbors speak him 
awestruck tones the Boy who rose from the dead.” 

course this was isolated case, but shows what can accom- 
plished, even under the most adverse conditions, and keeps away dis- 
couragement. 

course know that sanatorium the ideal place which 
treat but some our better homes, can and obtain 
conditions that are almost equal sanatorium ones. many cases 
all that needed some one advise, suggest, and encourage. 

have not accomplished anything wonderful, but feel that 
have made good beginning and expect greater things the 
future. 

wish that might say something that might stimulate each one 
you proper interest the tuberculosis movement. you realize 
what are trying fight? how this disease 

Stop and think, just minute, what are you, graduate nurse, 
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What your state, your county, your city doing? Inform yourself 


and get busy. 

Here West Virginia the tuberculosis bill will again brought 
before the legislature and pushed most vigorously. You can help 
your personal interest and individual efforts. Don’t you say, 
heard one nurse say, I’m afraid tuberculosis, want nothing 
with it.” 

you took proper interest this matter,—you and every other 
would have every case tuberculosis properly cared for, and under 
observation which would compel them careful. 

This brings mind another point and that the cruelty treating 
and thinking consumptives they were lepers. That state 
affairs exists exaggerated degree here Charleston. one 
respect which the public, whole, needs education. the lesson 
try impress upon every consumptive patient. The careful and clean 
consumptive dangerous one. think that the statement has 
been made good authority that there are fewer germs found 
culture were taken well-conducted tuberculosis sanatorium 
than one our fashionable churches. fact, myself sat behind 
man whom knew have tuberculosis last spring and saw him cough 
and expectorate down hot-air register. 

isn’t going eliminate tuberculosis for anyone stand aloof and 
contribute dollar two ease his conscience. individual and 
every one nurses must our share the work individually. 
What are you going Fold your hands and say this work for the 
United States government, the State Board Health, the physicians, 
the tuberculosis nurse? isn’t, work for you graduate 
nurses’ association, and individual nurses. 

You must create public sentiment, you must interest your physicians, 
your influential patients, your health officer, your churches, your friend 
you must it, and personally. Are you going it, will you 
sit calmly until your laundress, your seamstress, some other 
ignorant person carries the disease into your own home and you reap, 
with bitter tears, the results your 

Especially here West Virginia work for you—the state shift- 
ing its responsibility. Don’t shift yours.

estimating professional status have led efforts 
toward forming some fair criterion which, the same time, will 
aid the candidate for executive positions. one can rightly value 
experience till has experienced its value. so, modifying factors 
must taken into account. There doubtless waste energy our- 
selves, well material, used the process working our samplers 
experience. Greater perfection will distinguish the samplers those 
who have had, and made the most of, opportunity. There much 
complexity surrounding the subject. Experience the best teacher, but 
gauged early education and special training. Early education 
includes character, social position, and the education the mind. This 
age specializing, which makes the amount preparation for life’s 
work matter great moment. Standards have changed. Personality, 
prejudices, ambitions prompt criticisms which are often unfair the 
individual. Competition enters into the question. every 
reason for having clear understanding what constitutes actual 
experience, which thing gradually acquired for recognized standards 
preliminary fitness; and for vouchers for personal characteristics and 
ability. 

The part which character and its environment plays the economy 
experience cannot overstated. Inner force and outward action are 
indissolubly connected. Moreover, has been demonstrated these 
days that health and good living have much with this inner force. 
mistake choose the mere push youth over steady-going 
experience. But age, excepting its infirmities, real guide effi- 
ciency. The preparation for particular vocation the training 
the mind simultaneously with that the inner and outer man. 
social position not meant wealth and but that kind educa- 
tion which comes from homes which have harbored high thinking and 
noble deeds. And education the mind not the trying various 
systems, but that form teaching which disciplines the mind into good 
intellectual habits, frees from prejudice and false logic, and yet pro- 
duces mind not plastic easily swayed, nor deprived the 
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force conviction. Such development trains head and heart and hand. 
The education life must keep pace with that intellect, the execu- 
tive character the result. Such foundation good prepara- 
tion for nursing. 

Professional experience is, course, related the care the sick 
well hospital administration and social and our 
training largely determines our subsequent career. cut and dried 
classification members the profession under executive ability and 
private nursing measure unfortunate, though cannot denied 
that initiative and Jeadership are indispensable the former. However, 
the object for which the hospital exists should never lost sight of, and 
only the nurse who has distinguished herself the care the sick will 
able turn out good nurses from training school. There 
doubt that our system teaching training schools for nurses im- 
proving steadily. Preparatory instruction widely being appreciated, 
and preliminary classes established increasing number schools. 
This enables make the most material; save the patient from 
useless and the probationer from that unnecessary nerve-strain 
which accompanies the taking new and strange practical duties. 
the care the sick, preliminary training next the qualifications 
the candidate for admission importance. Training schools have 
long been feeling their way towards the best methods. The marked 
difference qualification which candidates present only additional 
reason why preliminary training should aim more uniform methods 
before the pupil allowed precipitate her errors upon the defenceless 
heads patients. 

Post-graduate courses hospitals, and those connected with univer- 
sities and colleges (which are quite comprehensive), are the utmost 
value meeting first responsibilities, one’s experi- 
ence with latest methods, heads hospitals. first entering upon 
administrative experience, there some danger mishap through inex- 
perience. Very often the knowledge need comes too late save 
the hospital training school from loss, and from the train woes 
following the wake mistaken action, inaction due blindness 
the present need, being swayed this way and that interruptions, 
wrong advice, and the like. should have experienced hand 
the helm, and until the hand becomes so, the hospital ship will deviate 
according the power which directs. First, there should clear 
idea the departments hospital, and the assignment work 
those delegated look after them. the young superintendent, the 
work institution appears masse. She does not realize how much 
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depends upon classifying both work and workers; that frequent changes 
are disastrous, breaking the continuity the work 
acquaintance the worker with it. New persons, probably drawn from 
equally important post, must detailed take what someone 
has dropped. This refers executives, and any part the hospital 
corps whom work has been assigned, not the pupil nurse, whose 
changes are regulated give fair training all branches 
nursing. Another instance the desirability being acquainted with 
the duties assumed, that buying, should that fall the superin- 
tendent. This requires good business ability. Familiarity with its 
details will financial gain the hospital. There must 
accurate knowledge what stock, avoid duplicating; orders 
must followed see whether supplies have been received good 
and satisfactory condition,that they are stored safely, given out wisely,and 
economically used. And the need previous preparation has brought 
the cure the special courses already established hospitals, colleges, 
and connection with social service, for those anticipating institutional 
positions, for those who wish add what they already have, 
who have been out office and become find way gain- 
ing maintaining that efficiency necessary the executive hospital 
training school. 

Social service modern growth. Professionally, the best point 
emergence from the hospital outpatient dispensary departments. 
Its motive hospital extension. strives make the work the 
hospital more effective. Its influence far-reaching restraining that 
great tide evil which threatens overthrow civilization. Only those 
who have lived social settlements know the blackness horror which 
this corruption, even young life, spreads over one. mighty force 
needed for this most difficult work all its forms. The opposing force 
has grown, and inconceivable wrong goes its hideous way. The law 
often helpless the presence such problems, and experience the 
only sword which will divide the forces evil. Harmony, and the 
spirit helpfulness among all the various agencies, religious, educa- 
tional, philanthropic, simply humane, the greatest importance, 
are bring counter influences equal that the enemy. this 
harmony see not only the original design bringing help our less 
fortunate brother and sister, but certain generous invitation every 
person who feels drawn the work, enrich his her experience 
that others who have been long the field, secure training 
preparatory that particular end. 
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FIRST EXPERIENCE WITH CASE POST-PARTUM HEMORRHAGE

term training the hospital never heard much said 
about post-partum hemorrhage, nor did have any idea what course 
procedure would followed hemorrhage that character, what 
very grave and trying situation. had experience recently that 
gave insight into phase physician’s and nurse’s work that 
showed where the nerve racking comes in. 

About five o’clock the morning was called physician and 
asked would once with him the country, and assist 
obstetrical case. informed him that would ready few moments. 
dressed very hurriedly, and short while were open buggy, 
behind good stepper, and the March breeze was making nose 
and ears tingle. held hat with one hand and the side 
the buggy with the other, while the good horse sped along knew 
that were important mission. 

arriving the home the patient, found her sitting the 
side the bed, chatting with one her neighbor friends, who had come 
help and enjoy the event. inquiry, learned that the patient was 
about thirty-three years age, healthy, German descent, and the 
mother two sweet little girls. The doctor ordered get things 
ready for examination. had his regular obstetrical outfit with him 
and, probably knowing the situation, had also brought along large 
galvanized iron pan. 

The home patient consisted two rooms and small entry, 
and found but one kettle which boil water, and one wash bowl 
and pitcher. had fire built, scoured out the kettle, strained water 
through some the doctor’s gauze, and short time had water boil- 
ing the kitchen stove both pan and kettle. must confess, here, 
that did for moment allow thoughts drift back the con- 
veniences the hospital, and also thought what had read 
Cooke’s Manual Obstetrical Technique,” but there was time 
criticise complain, determined use what had and thank- 
ful that matters were worse. 
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The doctor sterilized his hands and placed the patient the dorsal 
position for examination. After finishing his examination pro- 
nounced everything right—os dilating,” and the patient wished 
get up, allowed her so, and walk about the room much 
she pleased, and ordered get everything ready while were 
waiting. 

used the sewing machine for table, upon which placed clean 
towel, the doctor’s instruments, one hypodermic syringe, loaded with 
minims purified ergot, and own syringe, charged 
with grain strychnine. filled the large with bichloride 
solution, 5000, and the pitcher with hot water, which had pre- 
viously boiled and strained. gave the patient enema, which pro- 
duced good results, and the same time she emptied her bladder. 
arranged the bed, sterilized the large Kelly pad, and again placed the 
patient bed. 

the meantime, the neighbors began drop in, one time, until 
there were six women the room, beside the patient and myself. Some 
them brought their children, but fortunately left them out doors. 
Occasionally child would squall make some unusual noise and then 
one the women would cease her gossip just long enough run the 
door, and make inquiry the cause the trouble, and then hurry 
back, not lose the thread the conversation. seemed 
the entire community were hand order not miss any detail 
the important incident. 

About a.m. the patient gave birth fine baby boy. carried the 
new-comer into the adjoining room, which was the kitchen, kept warm 
fire the cooking stove, bathe and dress him. was nearly 
through this necessary task, when heard the doctor call me, and 
knew from the tone his voice that matters were not going just right. 
All the women had followed into the kitchen see the trained 
nurse” bathe the baby, and they had been watching every move, 
and had noticed some expressions disapproval upon their 
handed the baby one them and hurried into the lying-in room, 
where glance realized that something unusual was the matter. The 
doctor had one hand over the patient’s abdomen, judged trying 
make the uterus contract, while with piece gauze the other hand 
was endeavoring temporarily tampon the vagina and check the 
flow blood, which was overrunning the Kelly pad, onto the bed. The 
patient was gasping and yawning, countenance very pale, lips blue, and 
eyes rolled back. 

The doctor did not seem the least bit excited, and gave his 
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orders lower tone than usual, but brief and the point. Lower 
her head! Give minims ergot deep into the muscles the thigh, 
then hypodermic strychnine, and repeat the strychnine once.” 
had been with him several times before; but had never heard him put 
much meaning few words, and moved were wings, and 
did what had ordered double quick time. 

then said, Get that sterile gauze and gauze packer out the 
bag, tell one the women bring pan boiling 
that gauze packer, open that jar gauze, rinse your hands that 
bichloride solution the machine, and then bring the gauze and 
packer here.” 

Then, with the fingers his right hand like cone, with the tips 
his fingers the widely dilated os, directed run the gauze 
packer, ready for use, along the inside his fingers, and this manner 
packed more than five yards sterile gauze strip into the uterus. 

Before had finished this, the doctor, who seemed watching 
everything, said, She coming around all right, and now, while hold 
this gauze and pack little more into the vagina, you take her pulse and, 
she needs it, give her another hypodermic strychnine, grs. 
found her pulse 114 and her breathing easy. The doctor then had 
remove the Kelly pad, sponge off the genital parts, remove the soiled 
bedclothes, place clean sheet under the patient, put temporary pad 
and binder, scald the Kelly pad and place again under the patient. After 
had followed his instructions, said, will let her rest awhile, 
and will tell you something the trouble. are against one 
the worst cases have ever seen hour-glass contraction the uterus, 
with adherent placenta, and hemorrhage following its removal.” 

explained that the hemorrhage was caused portion the 
placenta adhering the fundus the uterus, and the womb contracting 
centrally, and not evenly from above, and with enough force expel 
from its position dilating with his fingers and hooking them behind 
the adherent body found that was firmly attached that had 
torn loose, and although had brought down the greater portion 
it, thought that there was retained cotyledon enough make the 
danger sepsis very grave consideration; and that was going 
remove the gauze, clean out all the remaining decidua, and douche out 
thoroughly with hot intra-uterine saline solution. 

waited little more than hour, and then had the foot the 
bed elevated, and having boiled and strained enough water for the 
douche, gave her hypodermic minims Wyeth’s purified ergot, 
and the physician removed the gauze. examination found another 
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piece the placenta, which removed and then ordered give 
the douche. gave gallon the hot saline solution, using the intra- 
uterine tip, and then put binder and pad. 

After getting everything quiet again found the patient’s pulse down 
110, respiration good, and patient feeling very well. The doctor left 
with the patient until night, and his return gave her another 
saline douche, but, owing the fact that there was place for 
sleep, returned home. 

The patient did not make very rapid recovery, owing mainly 
the ignorance the attendants, and want knowledge how care 
for patient this character.

duty with its attending feelings and impressions hard 
describe. whole, may described six weeks darkness 
look forward to. reality, may most likened leaving all but 
one two one’s friends, the other night nurses, and going for long 
visit where day night and vice versa. each afternoon comes, just 
regularly comes that dread uncertainty the coming night. Night 
dark, long, quiet, and many things might happen before 
morning. 

Each night the silent moon rises little later, shining through the 
tall leafless trees, and casting its long pale beams and gloomy shadows 
through the windows the corridors and wards. When, toward morn- 
ing, disappears, out-of-doors seems blacker than before and the solitary 
watcher begins look for signs dawn. During these early morning 
hours the time when all sleep soundest, and hear the even breathing 
the patients makes one drowsy and long take one short nap. 

Not every night peaceful, however. Sometimes unruly patient 
takes four nurses and orderly hold him. Although past 
midnight, bound going home. kept restrained until, 
last, weary the fight, bows the authority the cap and lies 
bed, subdued. may the incessant cry foreigner, swearing 
praying his own language, gain the end fraction grain 
and stubborn and willing practise the most unheard-of devices 
gain his end, even has wait till morning. These cases are dis- 
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tracting, but the really critical patients which occupy the mind 
the night nurse all night. their rooms the lights are left turned 
low, and the doors open, that the nurse may easily hear the slightest 
change position. Or, the patient too ill move, she does not 
wait for sounds, but every spare moment the nurse spends beside the 
bed, closely observant the expression the face and the character 
the pulse, always looking for change and hoping may for the 
better. Everything being done that can done. 

The change usually comes between twelve and four o’clock, for better 
for worse. for the better, what joy and satisfaction felt from 
the night work and watching! would have been worth many times 
the amount labor help save that patient’s life. for the worse, 
sad, although all know that the doctors and nurses have done all 
their power. They realize how limited their power prolonging life. 
All human efforts are useless against the inevitable. 

What change comes with morning! The shadowy fears and dread 
flee with the night. the sun wakens life one wonders how night could 
make such difference and everything around us. 


NURSING HARD, HOPELESS CASE

THERE are many incidents recorded history and current events 
workmen who need not ashamed. mind makes differ- 
ence whether not the workman expects his work examined. 
not, and his endeavors are just the same, then recognize true worth. 

What worldly glory there nursing hard, tedious, hopeless case, 
that physicians have lost all interest and given up? Perhaps, too, 
going cost you several years your life, and you fail see any 
reward the way appreciation, the way anything—except 
severe criticism—awaiting you. 

But some nurse must take the case! This irritable, suffering, nervous 
wreck requires well-trained, conscientious, and tactful nurse. You 
are urged take the case, and decide your best, just you have 
always done, and involuntarily you murmur, And quake, what 
matters quake.” Then you begin your battle. 

First all you realize that you must take interest and show 
interest, and you must carry brightness and sunshine this desperately 
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discouraged individual, well inspiration not only your 
patient, but the gloomy relatives well. 

Also, you must ever keenly awake the way caring 
for your charge, and you must keep touch with all the new methods 
and latest theories, and spite your sympathy and sincerity, you 
cannot afford lose one atom your professional bearings. 

All this takes thought and energy—it takes more! sick 
room, working with all your soul and strength over one God’s poor 
suffering creatures, all day and all night, and again the next day and the 
next night, and for weeks, with only occasiona] more 
than ordinary 

course, case this nature, injections may 
the means which both nurse and patient may enjoy some rest. But 
they are not always and sometimes your patient has already 
become addicted strength greater than seems wise give, that 
you cannot get the desired result. Besides, there are many reasons why 
are careful administering drugs, even our hopeless cases. 

And your work goes on. There may times when your patient 
expects you converse intelligently; and again the hardest kind 
manual work demanded you. One moment you are singing lullaby, 
softly voicing prayer, and the following moment you may skil- 
fully manipulating set muscles dressing some very disagreeable 
looking wounds. Then you make the bed without disturbing your 
patient the slightest, and arrange his pads and pillows that you 
think only perfect comfort ought be; but still the forlorn, emaciated, 
bloated body before you rebels, and you rearrange everything, and, 
finally, the sixth time perhaps, your charge smiles faintly and admits that 
comfortable. His nourishment overdue, well other 
things, and you are more than blamed, but still you smile and let only 
words cheer escape your lips, all the while planning accomplish 
the most and best the simplest, truest, and most effectual way. 

But there are times when you are weary, weary and full 
aches that you cannot keep the tears back. then that you should 
venture out into the open. “Into the sunshine, soft and warm and 
And then—Oh, what rest!

THE nurses the St. Luke’s Hospital Training School New York 
have developed deep interest recently the subject class organiza- 
tion the school, and have taken number steps which seem the 
direct line progress toward the completion splendid system. ‘The 
movement scarcely more than embryonic yet, but there have already 
been many gratifying and hopeful results. 

not all remarkable that such movement should started 
high class training school, since only keeping with the senti- 
ment that has developed the wider circles the profession all 
parts the country; but only within comparatively few years that 
nurses training have awakened the fact that they have privilege 
and duty this line. They have too long confined their attention 
the work immediately hand, leaving the advancement and improve- 
ment their profession entirely out their thoughts, expecting 
some future time have more leisure which broaden their activities. 
natural consequence nurses have graduated from their schools and 
gone out into the various avenues the profession with vision trained 
see down this one avenue only, and was unusual that one abandoned 
the narrow, limited habits the training school, and took interest 
measures directed toward increasing the usefulness the profession. 
The associations the various schools had very low percentage 
the graduates their membership rolls, and resulting from this the 
county and state organizations have had limited resources. spite 
this fact, however, adequate organization has been effected, remarkable 
progress has been made, and the influence has worked backward such 
way that becoming obvious training-school authorities, and 
through them their pupils, that the nursing profession become 
all that may, the seeds progress and broad vision must implanted 
the youngest pupil nurse and nurtured all through her training. 

was realization these truths that led the inauguration 
system class organization the St. Luke’s Training School. The 
movement was started the seniors who, after thoroughly organizing 
and determining upon few plans, recommended the intermediates, 
and they, turn, profiting the experience their elders, and making 
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few original additions the scheme, passed the enthusiasm the 
juniors, with the result that they are now splendidly under headway 
well-organized, flourishing class. 

Each class has its own distinct constitution and its own individual 
methods doing business, but there striking unity purpose and 
aim evident the stated “objects” the several constitutions, and 
though there considerable class spirit the school, there also 
most gratifying atmosphere inter-class sympathy, and growing, 
healthful, feeling. This manifests itself individual 
relationships, well the attitude the nurses toward all things 
more distinctly training-school import. Loyalty the administration 
greater and purer quality, because matters administration and 
discipline naturally are brought the front oftener, and receive more 
consideration; methods and requirements are more clearly understood, 
and view-points are reduced the minimum number. There have been 
many practical demonstrations, since this system has been adopted, that 
its influence strongly the direction unity and genera] good-will. 

The social aspect seems vital importance also. There are more 
and better social occasions, and the nurses show the effects the more 
frequent relaxation and the more complete diversion, unmistakably 
more cheerful and willing attitude toward the hard work. All work 
and play makes Jack dull boy,” and there reason believe that 
more play with just much work makes the young woman brighter 
and more contented nurse. 

Another helpful feature the discipline parliamentary procedure 
which the nurses receive the conduct their class business. The 
majority women not take interest this subject unless has 
been forced upon them some chance situation, and result very 
few nurses have any adequate practical knowledge it. Consequently, 
when nurses out into active service they are handicapped, far 
administrative affairs the organized profession are concerned, and 
not therefore take the proper interest them. Organizing their class 
requires them familiarize themselves with the drafting and adoption 
constitution, and with this and the subsequent transaction simple 
business they necessarily learn, least, the simpler methods pro- 
cedure deliberative bodies, and develop interest the subject. 

Furthermore, the senior class this year has shown appreciably 
increased interest over previous classes becoming members the 
association. This another outcome the organization idea. 
The class experience has put the nurses tune, speak, for the 
work, and even the younger nurses are giving more thought 
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all the higher organizations the profession. There growing 
realization among the class members that what they are now doing will 
serve foundation for the future broader work, and many the class 
efforts show conscious anticipation such result. 

Aside from these accomplishments there have been developments, 
and, course, the plan its infancy, but the foundation good 
and results thus far have been evident and promising that much 
expected the future. only form obedience the command 
the spirit progress the profession—an effort keep abreast 
the times—a means keeping harmony with the age which live. 
Organization, unity, co-operation, and peace must the watchword 
the hospital training school develop vital factor our 
world decided progress toward just such ends. 

The proportions which this plan will assume the course the 
next few years cannot reasonably predicted. Elaborations will neces- 
sarily slow, since they are important and the cause they involve 
most vital. But there profession which worthier increased 
power and usefulness, and since seems that systematization the one 
great impediment, hoped that all training schools catch 
the inspiration and respond this call duty, preserving still the 


traditional faithfulness their profession.

The Bulletin professionnel des Infirmiéres Gardes-Malades 
gives timely résumé the advance the cholera, which summarize 
follows: 

the autumn 1904, cholera, advancing from Persia, became 
epidemic the Caucasus, 3000 victims giving 2000 deaths. 1905, 
invaded Poland, Berlin, and Austrian Galicia. 1907, again 
invaded Astrachan and the valleys the Volga and Don rivers. Reach- 
ing St. Petersburg slew over 6000 persons. Carried Mussulman 
pilgrims, cholera was declared Constantinople and other cities 
Turkey. Mecca had 4000 deaths from it. 1908, the deaths Russia, 
especially the northern and central provinces, reached 14,000, for 30,000 
cases. August that year, Russian, travelling Sweden, came 
down with cholera, and little later appeared Rotterdam among 
sailors and citizens. extended through Holland, Belgium, and 
western Prussia, though striking comparatively few victims. 

The vigorous measures the Holland government promptly exter- 
minated the pest. The French government now issuing sanitary regu- 
lations equal stringency, designed meet the possible appearance 
cholera effective measures prophylaxis.

evening tuberculosis clinic for working-pecple has just 
been opened the Visiting-Nurses’ Settlement Hartford, Conn. 
Physicians from the staff the Hartford Dispensary have volunteered 
their services and the follow-up work will done the nurses. 
has been the experience visiting nurses that workers who have others 
dependent upon them not seek medical advice until failing strength 
frightens them into doing so, and then often too late restore 
such cases even partial working capacity. offering this clinic— 
the only one its kind the city—it hoped that cases tuberculosis 
may detected while the prognosis still hopeful. effective and 
simply-worded folder, arranged one the medical staff, has been 
printed, announcing the clinic and its purpose, and copies are being 
distributed among the department stores and factories and left 
homes already under the supervision the visiting nurses.

This patient could other way 
have had separate room. shed forms the back wall, houses the sides, 
the ceiling waterproof canvas, and the front wall canvas curtain 
stout cord. The patient’s wife sewed the curtain and the patient 
arranged himself. The cost was about $2.00. 

Nos. and are two views tiny room built second-story 
porch the patient’s brother-in-law. Free circulation air, with 
exposure the patient, assured. The inside view (No. shows 
blanket lined canvas, arranged pulleys form complete 
over, and feet above, the patient stormy nights. The 
galvanized iron hot-water can was made plumber the corner, 
after plans drawn the patient’s husband. retains its heat 
more than twelve hours.

One physician 
much experience told that did not think advisable for 
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consumptive settle here unless had income $100 per month. 
Quoting Dr. Robert Homan, one the best known tuberculosis 
specialists the Southwest and proprietor the beautiful and well- 
equipped Baldwin Sanitarium: Many patients are sent this country 
practically without means, with the expectation getting ranch 
somewhere very nominal expense. There was never greater 
mistake than this. Tuberculosis disease that must combatted 
building the natural resistive forces the individual, and 
this one must have the very best food, comfortable quarters, and 
plenty time for rest well medical advice. These cost money 
anywhere, and the West exception. obtain the best results 
one must provided with sufficient means get the things necessary 
for his welfare without having worry about it. 

Some are told that they can come here and obtain light employment 
out doors, and thus gain livelihood and get the advantage the 
climate the same time. This true but very limited number 
cases, there are many applicants for every position that kind, 
and one should not sent this country with any such expectation 
unless arrangements for position are perfected beforehand. None 
should accept even the lightest employment, least during the first 
few months their stay here, they have the means provide what 
they should have without it.” 

Patients are spending their last cent reach the Southwest, and 
very often are shipped here friends (?) desiring get rid them. 
This cruel and inhuman, and the sooner all tuberculosis societies 
and communities understand that the Southwest will not assume their 
rightful burden the better will for the indigent consumptive. 
heart rending see these poor, half-starved consumptives going 
from one place another seeking charity and there relief give. 

There are city charities Paso; all relief agencies are under 
the control the county, and enter the County Hospital one must 
have been resident the county six months. The indigent con- 
sumptive has become such burden upon Paso that the county 
health officer and the county judge have decided Vag” all indigent 
consumptives and give them long leave town. Better stay away 
from Paso. 

Paso has her own burdens, and she cannot care for the paupers 
other states. The county judge informed that the county will 
furnish but one thing and that free burial. This isn’t cruel. 
justice Paso and justice the indigent tuberculosis patient. 
Far better know conditions before leaves for the Southwest. Paso 
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does not want him and Paso will not and cannot provide for him.

and local prisons and jails the United States, with less than special 
institutions and hardly 800 beds for their treatment, are some the 
charges made the National Association for the Study and Prevention 
Tuberculosis.

Medical Journal, quoting from German contemporary, says: Numerous 
attempts have been made obtain antiserum for typhoid fever, 
but none them have proven satisfactory account the difficulty 
obtaining true typhoid toxin. Luedke obtained his toxin digest- 
ing typhoid bacilli means pepsin and hydrochloric acid. This 
product was injected into goats increasing doses and resulted 
serum with considerable antitoxic power. order render also 
bactericidal, dead and later living typhoid bacilli were also injected. 
The serum obtained, after having proven satisfactory animal ex- 
periment, was injected intravenously into patients suffering from severe 
typhoid infection. The dose varied from nine cases 
treated, the temperature rapidly declined normal with simul- 
taneous improvement the general condition. one case, complicated 
furunculosis and pulmonary tuberculosis, there was improvement.

but that can and should demand our time for rest and sleep, then 
misunderstanding could arise. for one have had many trying cases, but 
have yet find any one object taking reasonable rest. The point 
remembered for the doctor and nurse work together, and surely there 
are too many noble men the medical profession wish see the nurse 
“put upon” refused the proper time for rest and sleep. The intelligent, 
well-trained nurse can and should arrange her work, with the proper tact, 
get the needed sleep. 

Many times the nurse gauges her strength and endurance her over- 
worked “superhuman strength” training. Nurses’ hours should 
lower even training what the average intelligent man woman any 
other profession has, namely, eight hours day. superintendents would 
more generally cut down the long hours training, would better fitted 
for the struggle meet our private work graduates. The hours 
the average nurse are from fourteen eighteen day; training they are 
ten hours, with classes and lectures extra. How often the overworked, 
tired, pupil nurse called back duty after busy, trying day put 
“special heart-sick, and discouraged, and for what? fit 
for what must endure graduates private duty.
